There are no 
other organizations in this state that 
have the capacity to do what the 
collaboratives. individual and 
collectively, are accomplishing.” 
Committee member Robert Young 
asked how the Wilmington 
community pays tor the program 
Do we (the community) have a set 
fee or is it a per-pupil based

Flynn said that there ts a tuition 
based payment that ranges from 
$18.000 tof a student with learning 
disabilities to $22,000 for a student 
who 1s multi-handicapped.

TRUSTS AND 
TAXES 


‘There are legitimate uses for trusts: 
for estate planning, for instance, or to 
Protect the property of minors, even for 
some charitable giving. There are trusts 
that have considerable tax benefits but, 
under the law, that cannot be their main 
Purpose. It’s legitimate for parents to 
buy life insurance through an insurance 
trust, with their children as beneficia- 
ries. The policy stays out of the estate, 
and the children gat the full benefit. 

Trouble is, there are a lot of abusive 
trusts, and the Intemal Revenue Service 
is cracking down on them. Some chari- 
table business trusts have caught the 
IRS' attention, especially those set up by 
Promoters who claim they can escape 
income, self-employment and estate 
taxes. In time, the IRS will discover 
assets hidden in foreign-based asset pro- 
tection trusts, and their owners may be 
subject to stiff penalties. The key is 
control; if you control an asset, you-not 
the trust-own it.

Dear Larz: 

On Wednesday, December 3, 
volunteers from around the state 
delivered 100,000 signatures to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth in 
order to qualify the Clean Elections 
Law for the November 1998 ballot. 
By delivering 40,000 more 
signatures. than were required, the 
voters of Massachusetts sent a clear 
message to Beacon Hill and Capitol 
Hill that voters want an election 
system in which votes, not dollars, 
count. 

State by state citizens are 
reclaiming their democracy from 
special interest money. In 1996, 
voters in Maine, Colorado, 
California and Arkansas approved 
cal ign finance reform ballot 
init es.

them. “People were questioning the 
quality of the programs. In some 
programs most of the changes made 
were in the personnel. Now, we 
have high quality programs and the 
number of people attracted to them 
shows this,” said Flynn. 

Headquartered in Lynnfield, 
Wilmington students have been 
parti ling in SEEM since 1968, 
according to Flynn. “Four young 
people from Wilmington are ip the 
SEEM program. Two people in the 
program from Wilmington are 
multi-handicapped,” said Flynn. 

Flynn explained that SEEM offers 
numerous hourly services, such as 
hearing, occupational and speech 
therapy, and vision services. SEEM 
also offers programs for people 
with learning disabilities, learning 
and = behavioral isabilities, 
development disabititics ‘and 
multiple disabilities. 

Flynn conveyed that students in 
the program with learning and 
behavioral disabilities have the 
greatest need. 

Flynn said that SEEM is an extra 
help program for some students. 
“Some kids have learning 
disabilities and they're not 
progressing academically in school. 
So,the kids are involved for the 
extra help we provide them,” said 
Flynn. 

A letter presented to the School 
Committee from Flynn describes 
SEEM’s Target Program. “The 
Target Program works with 
students for six to eight years at the 
secondary level. For many of our 
students this may be their last years 
of formal education. It is our 
mission to prepare the student for 
life in the adult world. 
Employment, independent living 
skills and successful social 
involvement are the areas we hope 
every student will master, to 
his/her potential, before leaving our 
program,” reads the letter. 

The letter states that cach person 
will participate in a variety of 
integrated and supported 
employment experiences,both in 
school and community based, that 
facilitate the learning ‘of the work 
behaviors and marketable skills 
necessary for a successful transition 
to employment.

Flynn said that the Target 
Program is successful. "When the 
participants graduate, they will have 
the full time job to give them 
something positive to do,” said 
Flynn. 

School Committee member Paul 
Palizzolo asked how they measure 
the success of the program. 

Flynn responded by saying that 
they can determine the success of 
the program by looking at the 
number of students with disabilities 
who have graduated from the 
program and are now working and 
leading productive lives. 

“If the people are content with 
their lives and happy with their 
jobs, we judge this as a success. Our 
emphasis. is on character building, 
as well as academics,” said Flynn. 

The School Committee also 
approved a policy to allow home 
educated students access to 
specialized instruction. 

The School Committee will permit 
a home educated student access to 
specialized instruction if certain 
conditions are met. 

According to the draft form of the 
policy approved by the committee, 
some of the conditions include 
permission for access to specialized 
instruction granted on a one-year 
basis only, renewable by the 
superintendent each year and 
parents are solely responsible for 
transporting the home educated 
student to and from the school 
where they receive specialized 
instruction. The school Committee 
assumes no responsibility for the 
cost of such transportation. 

The policy limits specialized 
instruction to art, music, physical 
education, technology education 

(grades six to 12 only), business 
education (grades six to 12 only) 
and laboratory sciences (grades nine 
to 12 only). 


anyone who is interested to go and 
visit the State House to get a clearer 
Perception of what gocs on in 
government. 

According to Miceli, he has hosted 
approximately 600 visitors at the 
State House in Boston this year 
along. He noted that throughout the 
past 20 years, he has been host to 
about 12,000 to 13,000 people. 
Miceli said that visitors range from 
school children on field trips to 
groups of adults whom are 
interested in learning how the 
government runs and where their 
lax money gocs. 

Miceli reached out to the 
community alleging that, no matter 
what the cause, he attempts to solve 
the problem whether it be of the 
entire community or an individual. 
“I always try to put myself in their 
situation,” he said, mentioning that 
during the previous weekend a 
woman from one community called 
him in an act of desperation asking 
for help in getting her son into a 
de-tox center. Miceli said, "I don't 
know if anyone here has ever had 
the occasion to try that, but it’s just 
like trying to get into closed shops.” 
Miceli added that the parents of the 
boy, who claimed that they had no 
prior knowledge or warming signs 
of the boys drug use, feared that if 
they did not get their son help 
immediately that he would not live 
through the weekend. Miceli spent 
two days working on the case and 
eventually got the boy admitted to a 
center. He added that this particular 
instance was just one of the wide 
array of problems that people bring 
to his attention weekly. 

Miceli also echoed the same 
sentiments about his efforts in 
achievements in Wilmington. he 
recalled the work of a couple of 
women several years ago whose 
efforts saved the Harnden Tavern 
from demolition. Apparently, the 
site was plotted for a condominium 
project and saved the tavern by 
bringing their case directly to the 
people al a town meeting and the 
people voted in favor of preservjng 
it. Miceli said, “I don't think you'd 
find a soul in this town who would 
disagree in saying that the tavern 
isn't really one of the focal points 
of the community and very 
important to this community and a 
lot of our history and tradition.” 

Miceli also added that it was his 


persistent cfforts as a member of 
the Board of Selectmen that led the 
town to build the library that now 
stands, and the saving of the town 
forest, which he labeled the largest 
Piece of conservation land in the 
community. He said, “I took the 
leadership role and the initiative 
and 1 have done the same thing in 
the legislature.” 

Miceli noted that currently he is 
working with the town on funding a 
number of rebuilding projects in 
town. “For about 30 years they 
have been talking about rebuilding 
the Route 62 bridge,” he said, "now 
for the first-time, we are going 16 
rebuild that bridge.” The project 
has already gotten underway and a 
deal has been awarded) to SPS, 4 
contracting company from 
Chelmsford. 

Secondly, Miceli said, “We are 
talking also about refurbishing the 
(town) center.” He indicated that the 
subject has been one of controversy 
among the town's people but 
strongly enforced that the center 
needed some kind of rénewal 
project. “That center looks like an 


old cowboy movie,” he said. 
However, no definite plans for 
construction or refurbishing have 
been laid in foundation yet. Miceli 
said, “We are trying to find a plan 
that satisfies everyone.”

WILMINGTON - Bob Mchrman, 
a well known Mass. radio 
broadcaster whose life was 
drastically affected by smoking, 
will speak to West Intermediate 
School students on Friday, Dec. 12 
about the dangerous effects of 
i tobacco. 


Mchrman is a successful on-air 
personality who, over the years; has 
worked at stations across the state 
including signals in Lawrence, 
Cambridge,Lynn and Boston. A 
longtime smoker, he was di: 
in 1989 with cancer of the larynx. 
His voice box was surgically 
removed and now he is able to 
communicate only with the help of 
a speech prostheses. Mehrman 
blames his cigarette addiction for 
cutting short his successful 
broadcasting career and, as a result, 
has taken it upon himself to warn 
students throughout Mass. of the 
inherent risks of smoking. 

In his talks, Mehrman explains 
how addiction takes away your 
Power to make a choice. Once you 
are addicted to cigarettes, the 
physical need to smoke can 
overpower the decision to stop. He 
offers a chilling statistic: only five 
percent of young smokers believe 
that they will be smoking five years 
later, but in fact 75 percent of them 
afe still smoking eight years later.

Program (MTCP), administered by 
DPH, is funded by the 25 cent tax 
on cigarettes that voters approved 
“in a 1992 state referendum.

could do it best by working in the State 
House. 


When asked why he feels he could 
do more for Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton, Newhouse stated, “I feel I could do 
abetter job addressing the communities" 
concems.

Dick Scanlon coach of the year

To prove just how vital Dick 
Scanlon is to the Wilmington school 
system, its athletic program and of 
course this entire town, is very 
casy. 

Sure one can say look at his 
achievements: 200 career wins in 
baseball; Ten WHS Teacher of the 
Year Awards; Seven Coach of the 
Year Awards between the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference and the 
Town Crier and the Lowell Sun 
Newspapers, an carly induction to 
the WHS Hall of Fame; Two Divi- 
sion II North Final Championships 
in soccer, One Division III Final

finally, many state tournament 
appearances over his 22 years of 
coaching. 

All of that is deserving enough for 
Dick Scanlon to walk away with any 
award, nevermind, this year's 
Town Crier Coach of the Year 
Award. However, that's not the 
reason. One reason for the award is 
for what he has done for hundreds 
and hundreds of student-athletes 
over the 29 years of teaching at 
WHS. He has touched so many 
lives. He is a Wilmington legend, 
up there with the likes of Frank 
Kelley, Fred Bellissimo, Jan Cas- 
sidy-Wood, Mike Esposito and 
Meghan Donnelly. 

Many other reasons for him 
getting the award is his guidance, 
support, and. most of all his aggres- 
siveness, passion and love for both 
baseball and soccer and every team 
he coaches. Also, his love for each 
and every kid who goes out every- 
day and busts their tails for him on 
the diamond or the soccer field can- 
not go unnoticed. It's in his blood, 
it’s in his mind and of course it's in 
his heart. 

Along with. tremendous know- 
ledge of baseball and soccer and 
each of his student athletes’ streng- 
ths and weaknesses, his integrity to 
win and succeed, comes his style. 
He is not the rah-rah, emotional 
speaker. He doesn't give tearjerk- 
ing pregame speeches or-hugs that 
last a lifetime. Rather, he gives 
everything he has so each and every 
student-athlete becomes a better 
person in the class room or on the 
field. His style is one of a kind. He 
is the type of a person, teacher and 
coach, that people sit around a fire 
on a cold winter night, laughing up 
a storm, reminiscing old memo- 


ries and good times they had with 
the legend. 

Dick Scanlon's personage goes 
and goes that even this past fall's 
incredible soccer run to the division 
finals pretty much goes unnoticed 
compared to what Scanlon has 
meant to so many people. But, that, 
the fantastic turnaround soccer 
season -- going from a five win 
season to a ten win season and then a 
ride to the state finalsin a three-year 
span -- is the reason for the award. 

“People ask me all of the time, 
"Why are you still coaching when 
your 65 years old’? Why not? 
What does a number have to do with 
anything? It's what'I like to do,” 
Scanlon said. “If the soccer team 
went 8-10 this season, I would still 


, come back next season. I'm not 


coaching ‘for the glory or for the 
money. I love the game and I love 
dealing with kids.” 

Scanlon started out his athletic 
career when he was a stand-out 
athlete himself at Wakefield High 
School and then Boston College in 


~ track and baseball. He was a Boston 


Post and Boston Herald All-Schol- 
astic baseball player when he won 
the league's batting title at Wake- 
field High School and he was also a 


» 220-yard state champion in outdoor 


track. 
After his days at Boston College, 
Scanlon went into the pharmaccu- 


, tical business, while staying with 


sports as a little league coach and so 
forth. When he turned 35, he 
changed his life style and job as he 


* took a teaching pesition in Wil- 


mington at the West Intermediate 
School. In 1975, he applied for the 
baseball coaching position at Austin 
Prep. He got the job and Jed the 
team to a state tournament appea- 
rance in his first year as head coach. 
Ironically, on that team, was an out- 


standing shortstop named Paul 
Lyman, who nevertheless, 15 years 
later would become Scanlon’s 
coaching counterpart at WHS in 
softball. 

Scanlon coached baseball for four 
years at AP before taking the same 
position at Wakefield High School. 
Scanlon returned to AP, before 
being named as the Wilmington 
High School baseball head coach in 
1980 where he still serves. Two 
years later, Scanlon took over as 
boys soccer coach for Bill Peabody 
and he has kept those chores ever 
since. 

For the first decade or so, Scanlon 
had some very tough soccer teams, 


that were average record-wise. He 
said, opponents didn’t want to play 
Wilmington, especially in the late 
80's as they had tough teams that 
always gave opponents, whether 
undefeated or winless, games to be 
remembered. Then came 1990 
when the program captured its first 
Division II North Championship in 
its existence, but lost to Medway 3-1 
in the Eastern Mass. finals. 

“We had a prolific scorer in John 
Lynch on the 1990-team. We didn't 
have that this year,” Scanlon said. 
“But I told this year's team before 
the season that you don't need a 
scorer to win. Everyone needed to 
pick it up a notch, if players who 
scored three or four goals last year 
scored five or six godls this season 
then we would be successful 
Everything this season was team 
oriented. The scoring was spread 
out and everyone contributed. Jeff 
Arciero had an excellent season and 
not too may people can say they 
were both Boston Globe and Herald 
All-Scholastic players. 


“They 
were a funny and crazy team. 
There wasn't any yelling on the 
sidelines, practices were very laid 
back and we had a lot of laughs. 
Sometimes I did wonder if the team 
was ready to play. I would ask Jeff 
Arciero that question and all he had 
to say was ‘yes’ and he was right - 
they were.” 

A lot can be answered on the 
how's and why’'s of the fantastic 
season the boys soccer team had. 
Maybe Dick Scanlon had everything 
to do with the season or nothing to 
do with the season? Everyone who 
has ever been associated with Dick 
Scanlon knows that he had a lot to 
do with their success, but so did the 
players themselves. 

“I think coaches are both over 
evaluated and under evaluated. 
Players win and lose the games, 
coaches don't,” Scanlon said. “Play- 
ers have to want to win. A coach 
should be judged on an overall 
season. I laugh when the Boston 
Papers criticize [New England Pat- 
nots head coach] Pete Carroll game 
after game about this decision or 
that decision. Players win the indi- 
vidual games, not coaches and 
coaches should be judged on what 
they do for a team through the 
entife season. 

“I know it sounds kind of trite, but 
I've taken it one game al a time and 
one year al a time. When my body 
tells me it's time to hang it up, I 
will, but right now I don't feel that 
way. I don't understand why people 
look down the road and say if we 
beat this team and that team and if 
this happens then that will happen. 
Forget about that stuff, just go out 
and perform on that day and in that

they were the best team I've seen. 
They had a player who went on to 
become an All-American in college. 
We lost to them 3-1 and we gave 
them everything we had. And that's 
what this year’s team did also. Both 
teams [90 and '97] wanted to win so 
badly. Both teams had good 
defenses and that carries you along 
way.” 

Prior to the start of this soccer 
season, Scanlon was very optimis- 
tic, but he was worried that his team 
wasn't ready for action with games 
starting a week before they nor- 
mally did. As the season started and 
moved on through the first handful 
of games, Wilmington was winning, 
but not playing their full complete 
game. They had injuries to key 
players such as Tom Heigham and 
Dan Sweet. 

As the scason continued, Wil- 
mington piled up yellow cards. 
And if a team got ten of them, they 
were hot going to the state tour- 
nament. That caused panic, contro- 
versy and the team not to play their 
style of play through the last 
handful of games because they were 
aggressively timid on what could 
eventually hurt them. 

Then came the state tournament. 
Wilmington drew Wayland, the 
toughest team in division three. 
Wilmington won in triple overtime 
and everything came together at 
that point for the team: they beat a 


terrific team by playing together; 
they were healthy; and’ they didn't 
have to worry about not playing 
their aggressive style of play. From 
there, victories kept coming and 
before you knew it, Wilmington 
was on its way to its first ever state 
championship game. 

“This year’s team was a very good 
soccer team; there were no indivi 


“That's the thing I take the most 
pleasure about coaching in Wil- 
mington - that we do come to play 
every game. When these [Wilming- 
ton] kids want to crank it up, they 
certainly do,” he continued. 

For now, Dick Scanlon says he 
will continue to coach despite the 
rumors that he was going to retire 
from it. If and when he does decide 


to hang them up, a valuable piece 
will be missing from the Wilming- 
ton athletic program not to mention 
a valuable piece wil! be missing 
from the classrooms and hallways at 
WHS. 

Dick Scanlon didn't change what 
he has been doing for the past 22 
years at the start of this past soccer 
season. He continued to guide the 
team to get better and better, some- 
thing that he instills with every 
teenager he comes across with. This 
past year was no different for 
Scanlon despite the success he had in 
both baseball and soccer. Truc, he 
and the soccer program accom- 
plished a first when they went to the 
Division II finals, but it didn't 
happen on one lucky joy ride. A 
ton. of hard work, preparation, 
determination and patience over a 
long period of time went into that 
ride. And what a ride it was. A 
ride that the team, the school, the 
town, this newspaper and Dick 
Scanlon will never forget. 

Before, during and after the 
soccer journey to the finals, Scanlon 
will continue to do what he has 
always done: he has taught, coach- 
ed, and influenced hundreds of 
student-athletes through his tough, 
yet heartwarming demeanor, his 
jokes, his personality and most 
importantly, with every ounce of 
purity in his heart.
